$;i.500 against, the city for injuries 
caused by the breaking of a board in a 
sidewalk, which he alleged partially 
paralyzed his organa of speech. 


In reversing the judgment last Octo­ 
ber the court held that a physician 
called to treat an injured person cannot 
give evidence in an action of this kind 
as to the extent of his patient’s in­ 
juries, if the patient objects. 
But it

was not permitted to testify is a cir­ 
cumstance on which the opposing coun­ 
sel may comment in argument and 
which the jury may consider in de­ 
termining whether the plaintiff was 
really injured as badly as he said he 
was.
